What Things are thefe, who would be Poets thought, 


By Nature not infpir’d, nor Learning taught ? 


ROM the exact detail of the whole 
Fable of The Humours of Oxford, 
which, I don’c doubt, has been, in 
proportion, as diverting to the can- 
did Reader, as the Comedy itfelf, 
the admirable contrivance of the 
Plot is very evident: which is fo 
well woven together, that the omif- 
= fion of one fingle circumftance 
would have made a breach in the texture, and {poil’d the 
continuicy of the whole. 

As to the three Unities of Time, Place, and Action, 
the Author has fhewn the greatnefs of his Art in obfer- 
ving the two former, and that of his Genius in negle&t- 
ing the laft. ia ’ 

The Time ailow’d by the Critics is carefully obferv'd, 
the whole bufinefs being tranfacted within the compafs 
of anatural day, or 24 hours. Nay, in this refpect, the 
affair is conduéted fo artfully, that shere is icarce any 
perceptible diftin&tion betwixt day and night : and it 
might as well be reduc’d within the {pace of a natural 
day, or 12 hours, did not Gainlove, m the beginning of 
AAV. fay, Victoria has made her efcape this morning. 
In the common way of thinking, one weould have ima- 
pin'd, that fhe fhould rather have chofen the preceding 
night, in which, as Gainlove tells us, pag. §6. Lady Scs- 
ence was determined to have the marriage sonfummated 
with eld Mudbrains: in which refolution fhe feems more 
confirm’d, pag. 60 (asindeed fhe had good reafon) by the 
difcovery which had been made of Gainlove, difpuis’d 
like that intended Bridegroom. This muft be allow’d by 
all unprejudic’d Perfons to be an admiral contrivance, for 
a young Lady to run away in the morning, in order 
to avoid being married againft her inclination the might 
before. 

The unity of Place is as exaétly obferv’d 2@ that of 
Time, the Scene of the whole tianf:€tion lying within 
the compafs of the City vi Oxford, either in Paraatie 
Walks, or at a Tavern, or at Lady Science’s lodgings 5 
which may be all jufily fuppos’d to be very near one 
another. 

With refpe& to the third Unity, that of Adtion, it is 
highly unreafonable to lay down ftriét rules, in order to 
confine the Genius of a Poet within fuch narrow bounds 
as are proper only for that of a Critic. It is faid, that 
a Dramatic Writer, ought to aim at one great and com- 
pleat Adtion, to the promoting of which, every thing inthe 
Play muft be fubfervient. And Mr. Dryden, in his Effay 
on Dramatic Poetry, tells us, in the Perfon of Crites, 
that swe AGions, equally laboured and drivenon, would de» 
firey the unity of the Poem, fo that it would be no longer 
one Play, but two: and in the perfon of Neander, that Co-~ 
ordination in @ Play is as dangerous and unnatural, as in 
a State. 

Rut with all due deference to the authority of this 


great Poet and Critic, I cannot fee the reafonablenefs of 


What is here advanc’d. On the contrary, if one fingle 
Aion, carried on by a good Under-plot, diverts the Au- 
dence, and fhews the capacity of the Author ; by parity 
of reafon, muft not two Aétions, promoted bv two 
Under-plots, fhew a double capacity in the Author, and 
give the Audience a double diverfion? And it can be no 


» jut objeGtion againft fuch a Piece, that it is 20 longer one 


Play, but two, if two Plays thus united are really more 

tntertaining, and confequently better than one.

Notwithftanding therefore any thing laid down by the 
Critics to the contrary, our Author has fhewn his fupe- 
rior abilities in this excellent Comedy, by fetting on toot 
two equal Adiions, namely, the marriage of Zrumore with 
Clarinda, and that of Gainlove and Vidforia : which he 
has likewife promoted by two different Undereplots, car- 
ried on by Ape-all, Shamwell, Haughty, ec. That there- 
fore which Gonundrum (who being an excellent Punfter 
declares himielf Dramatis perfona, pag. 48.) fays of 
Drams, pag. so. may as juftly be faid ot dramatic Enter- 
tainments, That if one glafs of Cherry ts good, fo if one 
Adtion in a Play is good, two are rather better. 

To the three unities before mentioned, fome Critics 
add a fourth, the unity of Character. In refpeé of which, 
it has been objected, that the fudden converfion of Gain- 
love from libertinifm, in the third Aét, occafion’d by the 
repulfe he met in attacking Vioria’s honour, is very un- 
natural, But the learned Gentleman who made this ob- 
jection, had forgotten the example of Terence, in the 
fifth Act of The Brothers : where Demea, from morof: 
and covetous, turns complaifant and profuie, in an inftant; 
and Micio, who always abhorred a married life, refolves 
on a fudden, at the requeft of his Brother, and of his 
Nephew, to marry an old Woman without a portion. 

Having no room to inlarge upon the propriety of the 
Characters, each of which juftly deferves a Differtation 
as long as this, I fhall proceed to the Thoughts, and the 
Language, the finenefs of both which will likewife give 
us fome inligh* into the former. 

Ape-all, {peaking of the Fellows of his College, fays, 
pag. 6, 7. If one of us mifs [prayers] dus two mornings 
in a week, they'll /et one a plaguy Greek Impofition to do~= 
that ne’er a one of them can read when "sis done. 
And fo, ?gad, 1 write it in French ; for they don’t know one 

from s’ether. At pag. 17. hetells Kitty, Pll fwear I sould 
never write in my life. And at pag. 25. he fays to Cla- 
rnda, My two firft years I [pent very vilely, I confe(s—— 
I had a good for nothing mufly Fellow for a Tutor, who 
made me read Latin and Greek. Upon which it was 
obferved, as athing very furprifing, that 4pe-all’s Tutor, 
who could not read Greek, and did not know Greek from 
French (for ne’er a one of the Fellows of his College had 
more learning) fhould make him read Latin and Greek 
for two years; and that this young Gentleman, who cou/d 
never write in his life, fhould write a plaguy Greek Impo- 
fition in French. To this it was anfwered, that all this 
feeming inconfiftency was clearly reconciled by two lines 
in pag. 13. where 4pe-all proves himfelf a Wit by the 
fhortnefs of his memory: I have a fad treacherous me- 
mory. This Wit is a plaguy incroaching quality—— 
it always kicks poor memory out of doors. 

Trumore’s charactcr of Ape-all, pag. 5, 6. makes this 
ftill more confiftent. To his being a Fool ¢y birth, and 
Rake by education [at Oxford,] be has added a Supple- 
ment of impudence, with an Appendix of modern foppery ; 
and is come out a little Abridgment of the follies of the 
age, and a compleat Burlefque on Wit and Bafhion. This 
compleat Burlefque, with both a Supplement, and an Ap. 
pendix to it, making in al] but a little Abridgment, is cer- 
tainly a great curiofity. 

But Gainlove, one of the fine Gentlemen in the Play, in 
his fealt foliicquy, at firft coming on the Stage, prefents us 
with agreate:, and thatin natural Philofophy. I generally 
find my philofopkical Genius mounts in proportion to the 
weight of my Purfe, as the Spirits in a Barometer do to 
that of the Air. This furprizing fimile is alone a fuffi- 
cient proof of the Author’s philofophical Genius ; the Spi- 
rits in a Barometer, which mount in proportion to the 
weight of the Air, being a Phanomenen not taken notice. 
of, either in Mr. Boyle’s Works, or in the Philofophical 
Tranfactions. This extraordinary knowledge is the more 
remarkable in this Gentleman here, becaufe when he is

interrogated by Lady Science, in the fourth Aét, he does 
not know the Prolemaic Syftem from the Cupernican. 

But his knowledge in retpe& of himfelf, which is un- 
doubtedly the beft, appears trom this firft foiiloquy to be 
very uncommon : tor he knows his own Father; and 
that by a certain Criterion, the inheritance he injoys, 
With all due rejpect to my Mammy, I doverjly ben 
lieve, I am a Son of a Whore. I was cere 
tainly begot by ome Staregaxzer, Poet, or Projector, ‘by my 
inheriting thew juft nothing at all, pag. 1, 2. But he is 
miftaken, his Fortune mends; and without one fhiliing 
in his Pocket he courts a young Lady with 200001, 
and fucceeds, 

To thefe difcoveries of Gainlove’s, 1 fhall add one of 
Clarinda’s, who bas found out a new way of being fi- 
lent, which, I believe, her own Sex will highly appiove, 
it laying no reftraint at all upon the tongue. She tells 
Haughty, Pep. 21. You are as filent as Py:bagoras in ef= 
fe8,— caufe you never talk 0 be underftood. \ 

It being abfolutely neceffary to the fuccefs of aay Play 
to animate it with lively images of Things, reprefented in 
the prurient ftile, our Author has taken care not to omit 
the effential ornaments of double i ntendres; which are 
generaily put in the mouths of libertine Charséters of 
both Sexes. But He produces them from thofe Charaéters 
from which one would left expect them; and by that 
means has made them the more farprizing. For who 
is not furprized to hear the grave Lady Science and her Niece 
Clarinda, Ladies of ftri& virtue, taik in the following 
manner ? 

Lady Science, pag. 12. calls Clarinda empty Cilinder, ard 
exhayfted Regciver. She, to be even with her Aunt, 
tells her, pag. 13. Whytruly, Aunt, there are fome thirgs 
in Natural Philofiphy I fhouts like well enough 10 u-der- 
fland; bua you can’t teach ‘em to Mme.—-———I thirk your 
Experimental Philofophy is reckoned the 6:8, She 1ays to 
Trumore, p. 14- You think ws Deities, aud adovems in 
cours(hip; bus as foon as you are let into the fecree,grc. She 
tells Victoria, pag. 19,20. If 4 Woman has the good 
breeding not to care an ace for her Husband; and ibe 
good contrivance to be mifircfs of his purfe; fhe has bo:b 
the power and opportunity of taking all the joys of Ife in 
a more wunlimited degree, than when fingle. ‘and that if 
fhe marry Ape-all, fhe enjoy her tender mclinassons 




















The fear of dying is 
always worfe than the thing st[elf; but if he be t00 
wild for you, mary him, marry him, and you'll [oom 


make him tame enough, I'll warrant you, Girl. 
Lady Science to Gainlove, in difguife. Do yeu shink it 
ever pofible to find out the congitude, Sir ? ——_ J is 
[uch a vaft Profundity, thas I feav it is beyond the reach 
of any man to fathom it. And pag. 59. Alas. fhe is @ 
Girl, ——a mere Girl; however, I don’t qu-ftion, 
Sir, but you will ufe your utmoft endeavours to mak» her 
more like her Mother. This the {peaks to him, tuppo- 
fing him to be Mudéraéns, an old Fellow of a Coll ge, 
whom fhe had never feen; and refolving to marry her 
Daughter, who had 20000]. to him, that very night. 
Mr. Ape all’s opinion of thefe Coliegians is very dif- 
ferent from that of her Ladyfhip; for he gives us this 
ch rater of them, pag. 8. Your Fellows of Colleges are 
@ parcel of fid, muxzy, humdrum, icnorant, old Cater- 
pillars. And of Hawghty in particular, he tays, pag. 23. 
that he is a Fellow of a College; that’s to fy, a rude, 
hoggifh, proud, p dantick, gcrmandizing Drone; 
& dreaming dull Sot that lives and rots, like a + 
ditch, and goes 10 the Devil at laft, be (carce kn 
Many more of thefe Elegancies might be 
ned; but from what has been alraady obferv’d 
ted, IF believe it is evident, how well the Au 
executed his D* iga: which, he tells, his Patr 
refeue the Stage from thofe mean And unmaniy 
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zions it has lately been employed in; to bring common fen(e 
one? more in vogue; and to exhibit an Entertainment, 
which might be diverting and improving at the fame time, 
witheut one fentence which can pofibly be wrefted into Ine 
decency or Profanene/s. Bavius.

What may 
further prevail with you not to overlook thele diftant 
Authors, I can tell you they have been of longer ftand- 
ing than half your London News. The Norwich Ga- 
zette is Vol. 24. N° 1218. The other, is near of the 
fame ftanding; but the Author has put no other Number 
but the Date of the Day, it probably being calculated only 
for the prefent time. 


Norwich, Feb. 7. On Wednefday died Teter Attlefea, 
Efg; Alderman of Weft-Wymer Ward, and yefterday 
came on the Eleétion of an Alderman in his room.

N.S. This day M. Botticher, 
Minifter of Ruffia, received an Exprefs from Mofcow, 
with advice, that the Czar, his Mafter, died there of the 
Small-pox, in the night between the z9th and 30th 
paft, N.S. That Prince fell fick the 17th, upon his 
return from the Chace; upon which occafion, his mar- 
riage, that had been fixed for the 22d of that month, was 
put off. The Puftules came out well till the 26th, and 
even began to die away, fo that in the judgment of the 
Phyficians, his Majefty was out of danger. But the next 
day he grew worfe, and died upon the 29th. The See 
nate we States of the Empire, being affembled imme- 
diately after the Czar’s death, they unanimoufly refolved 
to proclaim the Dutchefs-Dowager of Courland, Emprefs 
of all Ruflia; and nominated Prince Dolgotucki, Father 
of the efpoufed Princefs, to carry that news to the 
Dutchefs-Dowager at Mittau ; and to intreat her to go 
and take poffeffion of the Crown. Ibid.
